In Indiana, business men and farmers, formed the American Guard, Ic. , non- 
partisan, a rallying point for all citizens who objectively desire to lira the facts 
about candidates and issues, without color or bias. 


In New England, Jerome Rappoport and the New Boston Comm? i<t.ee, young people under 
twenty-seven, s weepl ngly cleared out the^eity's^mismlora, as prelude tj the larger job 
in Massachusetts. 

In Texas, the ladies who refused to be forced to act as tax collectors for the — 
Federal Government organized a smoothly functioning group to secure reforms. 


Chicago citizens, learning that only 51% of America’s qualified voters went to tfhe 
polls in 1948, organized American Will Vote, Inc., for the sole purpose of getting | 
voters to the polls in 1950, no matter for whom or for what they voted. In three months 
Americans Will Vote issued millions of pieces of printed matter, induced thousands 
voluntarily to make speeches, made appeals over the radio and television, and used al- 
most all other available channels of reaching people. The November vote was one of 
the largest ever recorded in Illinois. Operating at exceedingly low cost, the Organiza- 
tion now is planning to apply the same technique in thirty-seven other States. *. 


There are similar organizations in New York State, in the. South, in California, J 
Utah, Ohio, Alabama , New Jersey, Iowa, Arizona, Wyoming and in other States. Farm organ-_ 

.thousands, have undertaken, within their own sphere, to arouse geopl* to a realization 

they must ea£h, in4ivi^ u ally,' act,. -light. 


Some of us think legislation, springing chi efl'y^from expediency, is like putting 
o/i e patch on another; like treating symptoms rather than causes.

3. DECLARATION OF PURPOSE •■■■■.• 

_ From the political uncertainties now obvious in the United States — the Congress 

of Freedom was born of necessity. The task of saving freedom In America Is not, “ 
in our opinion* being adequately undertaken. That task is large ,and time is short. 
We believe* however* that if the American people can be awakened it is not too 
late for them to save their freedoms. 

Relying upon Divine guidance* we propose to make the Congress of Freedom into an 
effective instrumentality for arousing the American people to the crisis which 
confronts them. To that end, this Convention appoints an Interim Committee to 
establish a permanent Committee whose duties shall be:

Just less than $00 individuals registered* over 600 were present. So many failed 
to register adequately and properly that it is difficult to state exactly how many 
organisations were represented. We know there were more than TL$ organizations 
registered. We have sound reasons to believe that well over 230 organizations 
were represented by delegates and observers,

We will NOT list those who were present. Those of us whose names were known while 
the CONGRESS OF FREEDOM was in process of organization were the targets for every 
form of smear and vilification those opposed to Constitutional Government could 
exert. Moreoever*. we knew that some of those whose names we listed as probable 
delegates* observers* or ..visitors* were subjected to every possible pressure to 
persuade them to stay away. And we know that substantial and important persons 
stayed away. We don 1 1 blame anybody. We know that practically every speaker we 


announced on our program was made the target for all kinds of pressure to cancel 
engagements. To the glory of- the kind of persons we invited to speak, be it made 
a matter of proud record that not one quit us . And the same holds good for Archie 
Roosevelt, Mary Cain, Ev Taylor and Irving Mezger. They are Americans.. You are 
Americans. We are Americans; and we are thrillingly proud of being one of you. 

Where did all this opposition come from? From a large organization in Los 
Angeles which we are told sent out thousands of letters and printed pieces against 
the CONGRESS OF FREEDOM; from a clergyman, with a national periodical and letter, 
in Los Angeles. From' 'some sources in the Pacific Northwest; from Wyoming; from 
Arizona; from Nebraska; from. Illinois; Michigan, Ohio, New York, Pennsylvania 
and from the South. From so-called patriotic organizations, patriotic groups, 
as wexx as otyvioar- sufcaersxvea. ' From' petty -people. who v?ere actuated chiefly by 
the thing that moves persons to spread gossip. And there was opposition - stiff, 
nasty opposition - from sources right here in the Nation* s Capital, from people 
■connected with incumbents in the offices of the Members of Congress. We don’t 
knew whether this originated in the Administration. 

We can honestly sa.y we feel no rancor. It all goes with what we are doing. But 
we are on the brink of starting the organization of another CONGRESS OF FREEDOM, 
as formally fired at Omaha in October. And it seems to us you, out there, who 
must help us, should understand what you and we confront. You and we are striv- 
ing to establish a national liaison, a means to ’work together, nationally, with 
a tie between all of us, a tie between the various States, the different regions 
and the separate individual organizations. This kind of unity alarms the sub- 
versives and those who do not believe we should base our Government on the 
Constitution. Separate, spread widely in small diverse, groups, working alone, 
we don*t have much collective significance. But - working together, no matter 
how loosely, we are a patriotic power, something they fear. 

We had this in mind when it came time to adopt many different Resolutions at the 
CONGRESS OF FREEDOM. Many of us did not feel happy about some of these Resolu- 
tions . Some of them made you feel let down from the striking, elevated ideals 
Of the: Decxaratxyii of 'purpcspl ana/ -brre, ijtgfrttevel of the ^ -But ‘ 
after all these Resolutions represented - the essence ‘of the earnest, sincere ideals 
and objectives of those who_ had another slant on the subject" than we had; and, 
they may. be_as broadly right as we are; it is all in- the point of view, in the 
place where you stand. Their thinking and their hopes, in the broadest sense ran 
along with ours; they all fervently agreed with the need to find the Common De- 
nominator of a Constitutional Government, a Government of laws - not .a Government 
of dictators, men. They all believed in the adoption of the Brieker Amendment; 
in the viciousness of the UN; in forcing Communists from the payroll; and in the 
many other imperatives of re-establishing a sound American Government. • And so 
they went along with us and we went along with them, one with the other, giving

That the principles of individual liberty embodied in the 
Declaration of Independence have been bargained away for a 
series of compromises on the altar of expediency.

Let us then take our purpose from these principles as stated 
here in the Declaration of Independence:

Quote -- "That whenever any form of government becomes de-

despotism, it is their right, it is their duty, to throw off 
such government, and to provide new guards for their secur-

Recognising that a Marxian Revolution has t alien place in our 
country, wc are ready for a counter-revolution. 

To increase our freedom from government on all jfronts we_ 
•hereby present -these principles : “ 

As a guide to foreign and domestic policy we adopt this prin- ' 
ciple: be oppose all governmental actions xdiich take by force, 

or threat of force, the money or property of one man to give 
to another. We reject all legislation based on a "share the 
wealth" program. 

As a means to reestablish our liberty in specific areas we 
propose acceptance by the Congress of these throe paramount 
issues as our policy? 

1. We oppose the use of government force embodied in the 
present ■ draft law and the proposed Universal Military Train- 
ing Law, which conscript and would permanently conscript our 
sons to fight on foreign soil, in a series of entangling wars 
and threats of war allegedly to keep the peace. We decry the 
war we have lost in Korea and wo will oppose American partici- 
pation in the war in Indochina, 

2. Taxation without limitation must bo halted. Firm in this 
resolution we therefore believe wc must stand foursquare for 
the complete repeal of the 16th Amendment, the Federal Income 
Tax. 

It is not our purpose here to propose new taxes. Ue believe 
that if we abolish all foreign aid, all foreign and domestic 
"share the wealth" programs, the Federal Government will not 
need the 16th Amendment for its revenues. Other measures can 
be found if the government 1 s power to spend our money is 
severely limited,, The primary problem is not to raise money, 
but to reduce drastically all government spending. Repeal of 
the income tax amendment will do the job, 

3« As an initial means of drastically abolishing expenditures, 
be it hereby resolved that the Government of the United States 
cease and desist supporting foreign governments, thereby per- 
petuating their forms of communism and socialism. As a means 
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of severing our entangling alliances x^ith foreign nations, be 
it hereby highly resolved that the United States of America 
withdraw immediately from the United Nations! 

And as a part of an amendment' to limit our treaty making power 
and executive agreement power, wo propose a clause which will 
prohibit our participation in the United Nations, or any other 
scheme whose aim is world government at any time in the -future, 

Wo must work to restore love of our Republic, 


You have heard of our three resolutions ), 

To these ends we urge measures in government, education, re- 
ligion, and labor which are designed to reestablish complete 
freedom of choice for that sacred unit of individualism, the 
private citizen of our Republic. 

To this end, we pledge our utmost devotion, to seek out and 
join other citizens of our Republic, who in the coming battle 
are willing to repeat the last line of the Declaration of In- 
dependence : 


To this end, "we pledge our lives, our fortunes and

To the members of the Board of Directors 
of the Congress of Freedom 
and all others concerned:

It appears to me that this bulletin places the organization 
responsible for it in the position of seeking to destroy 
the Congress of Freedom. Since the Congress of Freedom is 
dedicated to the fundamental American principles, as em- 
bodied in its policy, it comes to me as a matter of surprise 
that the individuals responsible for Operation America would 
place themselves so specifically on record as opposed to 

such a fundamentally American organization, 

✓ * 

The bulletin as written is slanted, filled with' half-truths , 
sly innuendos and outright charges which I know, from close 
and intimate work with the individuals who organized the 
Congress of Freedom, to be inaccurate, misleading and some- 
times deliberately untrue. 

As an instance of the attempt being made by Operation 
America to discredit and villify a fine patriotic organiza- 
tion, may I draw your attention to the paragraph on the 
bottom of page 2 in which it is charged that the organizing 
committee of the representatives of states ", • • sought 
immediately to obtain a decent interval for thought and 
modification of the provocative, incendiary, French Revolu- 
tion language. , »" 

As the acting chairman for this organizing committee I wish 
to go on record as protesting that the statement is not ac- 
curate. The organizing committee sought to learn the true 
feeling of a majority of its members. It discovered that 
an extremely small minority, consisting principally of Mr; 
Arnold Kruckman, Mr. Howard Evans, and Hr. Everett Taylor, 
did not wish to abide by a majority decision. 

Mr. Kruckman stated in a surprising public utterance that 
if the policy presented with unanimous approval of the ten- 
man policy committee were adopted, he would resign publicly 
and repudiate the entire Congress. This was his right. 

This he has done. But why he should continue to try to de- 
stroy the Congress of Freedom is a matter between Mr. Kruck- 
man and his conscience. 


It was apparent, in any case, that he was determined, re- 
gardless of the feeling of the individuals charged with the 
responsibility of formulating the policy, that his position 
was to be supported and that any ideas to the contrary were 
simply not to be considered. 

The truth of the matter Is that the states committee did 
approve the policy. The fact that the Congress of Freedom, 
after lengthy and free discussion, also approved the policy 
with only one change, proves that despite Mr. Kruckman the 
democratic processes were folloxired and a majority decision 
was reached satisfactorily,

There is another .item in the phrase quoted above which can- 
not be overlooked for it indicates the type of prejudicial 
slanting being performed by Hr, Krucknan, et al, in this 
bulletin. The statement' is made that the policy contained 
"provocative, incendiary, French Revolution language," 

This statement, coming from a responsible organisation pre- 
sumably imbued with the desire to "regain constitutional 
government in the original American spirit," is certainly 
a source of wonder. The policy adopted by the entire com- 
mittees involved and the Congress of Freedom as a whole 
drew from strictly American sources for its language. If 
the policy committee was at fault, it was in a lack of ori- 
ginality in following the language of the American Revolu- 

too closely., But_ this was. conceited ±up_jthono -who— — 

drafted the policy to be the only way to do it in the ori- 
ginal A merican spirit. 

For instance, the third sentence of the policy is, "These 
are the truths which we hold to be self-evident." Every 
student of American history will recognize the similarity 
of this language with the phrase, "We hold these truths to 
be self-evident" employed in the Declaration of Independence. 
The eighth paragraph of the statement of policy is a direct 
quotation from the American Declaration of Independence. 

Also, later on appears the statement, "We pledge our lives, 
our fortunes and our sacred honor." And the entire policy ' 
statement concludes with a quotation from George Washington, 
the first President of the United States. Nowhere is there 
any use of French Revolution language. Never was there a 
more American statement in the original American spirit 
than the policy drafted by those who love their country. 

At the top of page 3 in the bulletin the authors of it 
would have you believe that "a precise and exact and very 
definite gentlemen's agreement was made." As a. .party -to 
the discussion which preceded and followed the presentation 
of the policy before the All States Committee, this is an 
exaggeration. It is true that an agreement was reached in 
which two individuals who believed in the wording of the 
policy and wanted to see it sustained stated they were will- 
ing to meet with two individuals representing Mr, Krucknan' s 
point of view who wanted to water down the American wording 
even to the point at one place in the discussion of amend- 
ing Thomas Jefferson. This meeting was to take place at a 
time convenient to both sides, specifically, on the evening 
of the same day in which the dispute arose. There was no • 
"precise, exact and very definite statement" that nothing 
would be said about the policy until this meeting was held. 

It was, of course, mutually understood that no policy could 
become a policy until it had been approved by a majority 
of the All States Committee and a majority of the Congress 
of Freedom. Therefore, it x^ras understood that the draft 
of the policy as it had been submitted could not be released 
as an adopted policy. The reason for this understanding 
was purely because we recognized the necessity of following 

- the- "demucT a b i c --pTocess^umt il ' If irafl ' b ' ecn appr ov ed— or had 

failed to win approval by the delegates. It represented 
nothing excepting an attempt to arrive at a policy "to 
which the xd.se and honest could repair." 

The draft of the statement of policy x^as accurately pre- 
sented before the assembled delegates of tho Congress of 
Freedom by the chairman of the policy committee and at the 
time he made the presentation ho stated, not once but three 
times, that this x^as not an official policy, it was merely 
a statement which the policy committee had x-Jorked on and 
he wanted to get the reaction of the delegates in order to 
determine how nearly he had corae to sounding out the feel- 
ing of the convention. 






The overwhelming support which was freely and spontaneously 
given to the policy as it was read in the audi t or ium, ' with- 
out any floor organization or maneuvering of any kind, was 
the apparent cause of Hr. Kruclanan’s ensuing piquo. There 
is no doubt that had a reading of the policy fallen flat 
and subsequently not been approved by a majority of the 
delegates to Omaha, no such bulletin as Number 17 would 
ever have been issued by Operation America. The bulletin 
was written because a majority of the delegates had their 
way despite all that Operation America could do in trying 
to defeat the policy. 

As another indication of slanting and twisting of facts, 
in the . same paragraph at_tho„. t.op-of -page-3,— J Operrctitm"- — 
Amcrica states, "It is proper to mark this fact with em- 
phasis here in order to make it absolutely clear that none 
of those associated with the delegates from Operation America 
in any way had any sympathy Xidth tlio apparent rev olu tionary 
ideas and ideals of the leaders of the other group*T rr 
(Emphasis added.) 

Since I acted as the chairman of the All States ' Committee, 
which was an extension of the Interim Committee, vhich was 
the committee of Operation America, this is a totally un- 
true statement. I had complete sympathy with the viewpoint 
of the so-called "other group." Most of tho delegates with 
whom I talked indicated that they had complete sympathy 
with the viewpoint taken by the policy committee, though 
they may have differed as to wording. 

In fact. Prank Chodorov, a member of the Interim Committee, 
and working at one with Hr. Evans and Mr* Kruckman, had 
declared in his speech before the entire Congress that 
what he was calling for was a repeal of tho 16th Amendment, 
one of the three major points employed in. the policy. Mr. ' 
Chodorov defined this desire on his part in a book entitled, 
"The Income Tax, Root of All Evil," which excellently covers 
tho point. IIo stated publicly In his address that he 
realized that xdaen the Income tax amendment had been passed, 
it constituted a revolution against tho original American 
concept, and that the process of repeal would inevitably be 
classified as another revolution. This is not an exact 
quotation from Mr. Chodorov but the use of the word "revolu- 
tion" was his. It Was this terminology which Operation 
America objected to, blaming an "atheist" and a* "philo- 
sophical anarchist." 

Similarly, Congressman Gwinn, who spoke before tho Small 
Property Owners at a banquet at the Congress, stated that 
from tho Congress of Freedom he was drawing a full measure 
of courage, that from hero on he could not be afraid to 
refer to various socialized schemes such as public housing 
and ^confiscatory taxation of the graduated income tax typo 
as "communism." This, too, is strong, perhaps even revolu- 
tionary language. 


But these are facts which can be attested, to by all present. 

There is another question that comos to mind as we note that 
there were "delegates" from Operation America. It was our 
understanding in going to the Congress of Freedom that each 
organization would send a single delegate and an alternate. 
If Operation America indeed sent delegates^ who were they? 
IIox-j ittany Torero they? And if only one delegate and one alter- 
nate, why should this single organization seek to defeat 
the wishes of a majority of 90 organizations? 
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ncpcatodly through the bulletin Operation America has made 
roferenco to "the young man who led the opoo'sing group,” 

I cannot speak for "the young man*” but I believe we all 
know that the gentleman referred to was a certified dele- 
gate from the State of Colorado named Thaddeus Ashby, Mr. 
Ashby* s brilliant articles have appeared in several na- 
tional publications. His dedication to the cause of liber- 
ty is fearless and outspoken. He refuses to compromise 
his position whatseover. His presence at the Congress was 
an inspiration to all of us who have over the years, in our 
fight to preserve America and to regain a system of consti- 
tutional checks and balances, so often found ourselves 
battered and defeated because of compromisers within our _____ , 
-Own -ranks. -Mr, -Ashby* s dedication to the cause' of human ~ 
liberty and his unflinching, courageous stand was the cen- 
tral point around which the Congress finally organized. 

He is to be commended and praised and if, as is hoped, the 
Congress grows to the stature and preeminence it rightfully 
deserves, the American people will owe a debt to Thad Ashby 
that they will never be able to completely understand or 
repay. 

There is other language in this bulletin which we note with 
sadness. For instance, in paragraph 3 on page 3, "There is 
little protection against assassins. There is little pro- 
tection against the breaking of faith." If there x^as any 
attempt at assassination, it was the' attempt on the part ‘of 
the tiny minority, Operation America, to knife the policy 
which had been arrived at through prayerful study and the 
democratic process.

There is no necessity for going through the balance of the 
bulletin phrase by phrase and removing the mask of deceit 
which covers the truth. 

The implication carried throughout is that a minority car- 
ried the day, which it did not because a majority decision 
was reached in every instance. ' ’ 

It carries the implication that those who support' the truly 
American viewpoint had been on an emotional binge, swept 
off their feet and still not quite over the experience. 

This may be true in a sense of deep devotion. When we' love 
our country much and are fighting for its preservation, it 
can be an emotional experience. The spirit of human liberty 
was present at this meeting. 

But back to the bulletin: It contradicts itself by saying 

that an unnamed cleric Worked assiduously to stir up the 
delegates and observers, one of whom was apparently an 
■ ablicis b", arret another a philosophical anarchist’. T Ihy sh oul cT~ 
a cleric support such as those? 

Wc learn also that youth has no placo in the councils of 
those who wish constitutional government and we marvel again 
since we know that the founding fathers when they drafted 
that remarkable document, the Constitution, wove for the 
most part young and vigorous men. 

We note the attempt to establish that those of us who are 
dedicated to the cause of individual liberty may actually 
be well-hidden subversives, unscrupulously breaking our 
words, putting out falsehoods, cheating and betraying.

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Perhaps the very worst section of what ensues is the attempt 
to make it appear that because individuals who organized' 
the Congress wanted to get it on a sound financial basis, 
an achievement never accomplished under the Operation Amcrica 
regimo, the authors of this bulletin have made it appear 
that to be successful in raising funds for a worthwhile pur- 
pose is to become racketeers. 

In view of the hard-pressed financial status of nearly all 
organizations fighting today for the constitutional way of 
life and American liberty, this statement is the nastiest 
kind of a stab in the back and can only have come from an 
individual or a group of individuals motivated by destruc-^ 
fcjtv.a. iropylsns » t - ' - ? -*-» ' • 

One further point:' On page 5 in the section referring to 
the McCarthy award, the use of my name as a member of the 
Patriot Award Committee was unauthorized and creates the 
impression that I am on the team with Mr. Iiruckman and Oper- 
ation America. Nothing could be further from the truth. 

It is no longer clear that Mr. Kruckman and those who still 
cling to his leadership are dedicated to the cause of 
American liberty. So long as I felt that they were, I un- 
hesitatingly gave my support, the use of my name, raised 
funds, gave of my time and my energy to assist in everything 
that they did. However, after this bulletin I must regret- 
fully disassociate myself from Operation America, any and 
all of its committees, any and all of its activities. I 
can have nothing further to do with it. 

The Congress of Freedom is determined to regain constitu- 
tional government in the true American spirit. Operation 
America says that is its objective, too. There is obvious- 
ly a grave difference as to the methods each organization 
has used and plans to use. This is. a matter .of admin4=a£^a-„ .. v 
tion and tactics. Presumably^, the films ’of the two organi- 
zations are identical. This being the case, how one of 
them could issue a bulletin such as Number 17 in a deliber- 
ate, destructive attack against another organization with 
the identical aims and objectives is incomprehensible. An 
attack of this nature should bo aimed at communists and 
fellow travelers, not at dedicated libertarians, however 
those libertarians may differ in their proposed methods of 
achieving the same ends. 

So much for this unpleasant but necessary task. 

Now, hero Is tho program. The board of directors of the 
Congress of Freedom is already engaged arduously in doing 
the necessary legal work to complete the organization. It 
is raising funds so that the debts incurred by Operation 
America can be paid off, and tho noi'j Congress can get under- 
lay without a bad reputation from a financial lack. And it 
is planning a magnificent gathering for 1955 which will in 
fact be the first Congress of Freedom to be held under its 
■ ’own "banner. 

Those of you who have given so much to bring the forces of 
the right together in America now have a solid opportunity 
to cooperate in this great effort. The directors need your 
advice 'and your help in every area. The?/ will need, most 
of all, your own personal dedication to the cause of human 
liberty under God.

WASHINGTON — George Meany, President of the American Federation 
of Labor which is due to merge with the Congress of Industrial Organiza- 
tions in December, made a significant announcement to all news services 
May 3. Meany, who will head the merged 142 national unions under a 
single 15 million man organization, is quoted as saving, “Labor must move 
into the political front in force — we’re going as far down that road as is 
necessary to achieve our objective.” The question now raised throughout 
the nation is, “What is George Meany’s objective?” Many authorities are 


confident they know Walter Heather* s 
objective — it is Socialism. But George 
Meany’s convictions are not so well 
known. 

Despite the general apathy of the 
American people concerning such mat- 
ters as their country's' future and the 
future of their children, authoritative 
sources around the country are now 
beginning to bring facts into place as

This force may some day be the 
balance of power and may determine 
who will govern the United States.” 

On high authority in Washington this 
political merger of millions in man- 
power and campaign funds could mean 
Walter Reuther is slated for the White 
House in 1960 on the Democratic ticket. 
These authorities point out that or- 
ganized labor already controls the 
Democratic party in the states of New 
York, Michigan, Illinois, Oregon, Min- 
nesota and in scores of towns and cities 
including New York and Chicago. The 
new labor coalition will produce the 
most far-flung precinct organization 
ever set up. Victor Riesel says, “Of 
that, there is no doubt!”

Those who have studied the Socialist 
advance in the United States in recent 
years know that Walter Reuther has 
led in the vanguard, of that advance. 
They know he is the power behind the 
Liberal left-wing force working toward 
Socialism for the U.S., known as 
AMERICANS FOR DEMOCRATIC AC- 
TION. They know well Reuther’s undy- 
ing ambition to become president of the 
United States. They also know that he 
and his brother, Victor Reuther, were 
schooled in Marxism in Moscow in 1933-

ter Reuther continues to use his Social- 
ist jargon. 

Those who know Reuther best say he 
would never give up the presidency of 
the CIO for the vice-presidency of the 
merged federation without promise of 
something bigger through joint political 
action of the combined forces.

Meany for Socialism 
George M e a n y , then secretary- 
treasurer of the AFL, made a major 
address that day, concluding with, “Put 
any label you desire on this effort for a 
better day — Statism, New Deal, Social- 
ism, Fair Deal or Welfare State — I am 
for it!” 


“Of the 22 newly-elected Democratic 
Congressmen, 21 were endorsed by CIO- 
PAC. Labor endorsement, far from be- 
ing a kiss of death, was helpful, prob- 
ably decisive, in piling up the margins 
of votes needed to defeat 21 Republicans 
and 1 Independent. 

“Officers and members of ADA were 
elected to both Houses of Congress and 
to State offices. 


in electing Senator Neuberger in Ore- 
gon. Senator Humphrey in Minnesota, 
Governor Leader in Pennsylvania, 
Governor Freeman in Minnesota, At- 
torney-General Javits in New York and 
Sheriff Lohman in Cook County, Illinois. 
They were particularly happy to have 
defeated Congressmen Fred Busbey of 
Illinois and Kit Clardy of Michigan, 
whom they called “McCarthyite.” 


The “McCarthyite” label is identical 
with the current Communist line, as is 
the political drive toward Socialism. In 
their latest Party program (Aug., 1954), 
the Communists said, “Defeating Mc= 
Carthyism requires the turning of the 
present Administration out of political 
power, first by changing the composi- 
tion of Congress in 1954 and then elect- 
ing a new administration in 1956. 


In 1952 George Meany was made 
president of the AFL, despite the fact 
that he has never publicly withdrawn 
that statement. And after December, 
this year, he will head the combined or- 
ganization, over 15 million strong, 
which he says will move into politics in 
the 1956 elections on a scale never be-

Some honest doubt may be raised as 
to organized labor’s effectiveness in 
delivering the vote, based on memory 
of the outcome of the “Get Taft” cam- 
paign in Ohio in 1950. But organized 
labor’s effectiveness and influence can- 
not be questioned in the wake of their 
results in the Congressional election of 
1854. Following that election, the No-

crowed :

I told ASAC Morgan that this matter had to be resolved completely 
today and that Miami should send in a detailed airtel setting forth the results 
of their efforts to get to the t rue farts in fo e matter together with the signed 

statement to be obtained from| [ Morgan was instructed to place 

these items on a commercial plane and to advise the Bureau of the identity 
of the flight, the identity of the flight captain, the departure of the plane 
from Miami and its estimated arrival time in Washington so that we could 
make arrangements to pick the airtel and the signed statement up at the 
airport as soon as possible. Morgan was instructed to notify the Bureau if 
any problems arose. 

I emphasized to ASAC Morgan that we have to get this matter 
completely resolved and furnish the Attorney General with full, complete 
and accurate details so that he will know what the true story is. 

I further instructed ASAC Morgan that the Miami Office was to 
advise the Bureau as soon as they obtained any information whatsoever 
concerning the departure of County Prosecutor Ger stein or his representative 
for Washington, D. C. , for the purpose of contacting the Department and/ or 
the Attorney General. 

I pointed out to ASAC Morgan that this matter must receive 
continuous, preferred and expeditious attention. He stated this would be

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RESOURCEFUL AFRICANS have 
proved to the world that they 
don't have to learn to read in 
order to vote. 

These ballot boxes in Ethio- 
pia are marked with pictures and 
brightly colored emblems. The 
African doesn't bother with pro- 
per names, voting instead for 
Mr. Orange Ball or Mr. Red Lion. 

Under Federal decree, illi- 
terate negroes are now herded to 
the polls in the five U. S. 
States, and can legally vote in 
one other. The constitution 
gives forty- four states the 
right to protect themselves from 
illiterate voters, but a recent 
decision of the Supreme Court 


says six states which voted for 

Goldwater are different. 

In Louisiana, negroes who 
can't read or write go to the 
polls with a list of numbers, 
and pull levers beside corre- 
sponding numbers on the voting 
machines .

"Since I knew her to be com- 
pletely honest and reliable, 
trained in scholarly objectivi- 
ty, I suggested that she let me 
see her 'life' under Soviet oc- 


The 
result was a 60-page typewritten

Legend of The Curse of Baal 
Described in Universal Encyclopedia 


LONDON — Some of the inter- 
national power of the leftwing 
ADL can be traced to an organi- 
zational conference held here in 
1909 at the house of Claude Mon- 
tefiore, who was the son of Emma 
Goldsmid and grandson of Henri- 
etta Rothschild, Montefiore was 
a leftwing theologian who fre- 
quently attacked Christ and 
Christendom.

Using the same principle as la- 
ter employed by the Federal Re- 
serve System of the U. S., they 
issued more paper bills than the 
amount of gold reserve they held 
and were unable to redeem. 

Although history lists them 
as suicides, it is possible that 
they were murdered. 

The Goldsmid line did not die 
out. Grandsons were to work 
with their Rothschild kinsmen in 
financing both sides of many 
wars.

She has been associated 
with the White Citizens Council, the Council for Statehood and We the 
People. She is against the United Nations and foreign aid and recommends 
repeal of Social Security and income tax laws. She at one time labeled 
the Supreme Court Justices as ”9 crackpots.” The Congress of Freedom, 
Incw^seeks to curtail the influence exerted by various groups, particularly 
thlr Council on Foreign Relations, upon our national policies. Initially it 
Intends to achieve this goal through remedial legislation; however, it will 
-presort to assassination if unsuccessful in the legislative field. It has been 
reported that an order of precedence for assassination has been drawn up 
by this organization during a meeting held in New Orleans, Louisiana, in
